gat, Segre, Cineas: and other Streames iliu- 
ing and branching from them;the affedurſe 
whetcof, though it be ſhort , and would af- 
fe more being ſeene thenrelated ,. yetthe 
ryſingandſwelling oftheſe waters , being 
ſo ſtrange and notable, the particulers ſo 
certaine , andthe lolles procecding thence 
ſolamentable, 1 haue chought i it not amiſlc 
_toſetthem downe.in writing. . 

In Tortoſa the 22. of Ofober ic v7 the 
' heauens being; over-caft with thicke and 
- darke clouds; it beganne to.xainey and. ſo 
continued for the ſpace of thirteene'dayes: 
together, whereby onthe firſt of Nowember, 
the waterxofe ſq cxtreamely, that all men 
began greatly tofeare, infomuch thar cuery 
onethought that the didine Maieftie would 
now-piiniſh the world with a ſecond Do- 
luge : for this-day the waters roſe ſo ex- 
treamely, that the high-wayes were coue- 
red; the lower grounds remained, 1 know

vers; -or little ſeas , without all meanes of 
paſſing-them. Which telloutin ſuch man- 
ner, that-in the-hils and high-wayes were. 
afterwards found the dead bodyes of many 
men which were drowned in theſe waters : 
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and in the ditches and lower grounds were 
found dead an infinite number of Cattell, 
as well Sheepe, as Horſes , Mules, Alles, 
Oxen and Kine; Dogges, Partridges, Co- 
nies, cuen vnto Wolues and Foxcs, and 
many other wildebeafts. | 
But that which affrighted moſt, and 
cauſed thegreateſt terrour toall men, was, 
when the Riyer of Ebro beganneto.riſe, in 
ſuch ſort, that the Inhabitants of 'Torcoſa 
beganne to feare that it would carry away 
cheir Citie, For now at the beginning 0 
its riſing,(which was aboutthe ſhutti 
of the day) that which the Riuer had 7 
ready ſet afloat, as cheſts, doores, beds, ta-

hoaſes. lt is impoſſible to relate the par- 
ticular damages and ſpoyle of houſes, gar- 
dens, and other grounds which ſtood on 
the bankes, beſides thedeath of Cattell in- 
numerable, 
| Moreouer, there was one Country=-man 
which had his houſe and three hundred 
Olige trees, together with many other trees 
of ſundry other kindes carrycd away with 
this violent and mercilefle ftreame: neyrher 
was there onetree keft fanding on the Ri- 
uers fide, 

About ſome three leagues from the City

fion the moſt hardened flinty heart. For ſo 
bigh and furious was the winde from the 
Leuante, that neuer was there ſeene fo terri- 


ble and dreadfull a ftorme ; the prayers and 
ſupplicatiotis of the diſtreſſed Mariners and- 


other deuont people ( for now all Barcelona 
was come together) cauſed a great terrour 
toall. Some cryed out and called for mer-

fixeand twenty houres, andthat ia ſuch ex- 
tremitic, that it ca(t a great feare vpon all 
the people of Barcelona : for it had now con- 
tinually rained for the ſpace of morethen 
thirty dayes together without intermiſſion, 
whereupon there ſucceeded ſuch a floud 
fromthe Riuer Lobregar, and that with ſuch 
excefſe and fury, that it catryed away the 
greateſt part of the houſes and manſions, 
with two and twenty turrets or ſinall houſes 
which ſtood on the Rivers ſide, and foure 
thouſand head of catte!l were drowned in 
this loud, which were found in the vallies 


and lower grounds, bur the greateſt lolle 


which chis floud cauſed was in Sheepee: .
